for each grade. In this way it is hoped to establish system oe ne 
in the work done in your schools. Under no other plan can 


the most satisfactory work, be accomplished. Where the work 


of the pupils, as in some schools, has been rather haphazard ae 


and confused, it will require some little time of hard, honest 


effort on the part of both superintendent and teacher to prop- 


erly systematize such-schools. However, a step has been made 


in this direction. ; 
The most essential factor of a good school is a good teacher. 
In many of your schools the salaries paid are somewhat inade- 


quate to secure the best teaching service. A salary of seven. 


‘dollars a week, when the teacher must pay from this at least 


three or three dollars and a half for board will hardly insure 
an experienced or specially trained teacher. We would hardly ‘ 


care to employ for the physical welfare of our children an 
inexperienced and an untrained person who might call him- 
self a physician, how much less should we desire to employ for 


the mental welfare of our children a person inexperienced and 
untrained in the teaching profession, although such a person — 
might call himself or herself a teacher. It should ‘be the para- 


mount aim of school officials to see that properly trained and 
prepared teachers are secured for every school. In this en- 
deavor an inadequate teacher’s salary is a severe handicap. A 
short school year with good teachers is preferable to a ae 
year with poor teachers. 

The text-books used in schools should be a matter of some. 
thought. At the present time some of the books are obsolete 


and out. of date. ‘There is not a sufficient supply of -material bi 


for supplementary reading. It is sometimes said that a good 
teacher may do good work with poor text-books. So perhaps 


can a good carpenter do good work with poor tools, yet the i 


same person can do much better work with a proper supply 


of good tools. Text-books are the teachers’ tools and as such ~ 


should be properly supplied and kept up to date. ’ 
Many of the schools in town are sadly in need of more or 
better blackboard space. The ordinary wood board, covered 


with black paint, is at best a poor contrivance, and is now ~—

es Some of the buildings for school use are in very good condi-
